The Board of Selectmen 
formed the study committee 
earlier this summer. Since sev- 
eral members on the commit- 
tee serve on other committees 
and boards in town, a recom- 
mendation would not be proper. 

Wilmington has its share of 
interest in the proposal put 
forth by Mills Corporation to 
construct a new ramp on Route 
93 and re-zone the Perkins 
property in South Tewksbury to 
likely accommodate a new 
mega-mall. If Tewksbury 
approves both of the corpora- 
tion’s endeavors, then that 
could pave for the way for abut- 
ting property in North 
Wilmington to be developed. 

At a Wilmington selectmen 
meeting last month, represen- 
tatives from Mills stated hopes 
of constructing anything from 
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hotels to a convention center to 
an office complex to housing on 
the land in the north end of 
town. To develop that property, 
Mills will need the approval 
from Wilmington. residents, of 
course, but before the corpora- 
tion can do anything, it needs a 
go-ahead for the ramp and re- 
zoning from Tewksbury. 

At Monday night’s meeting, 
the proposal by Mills to con- 
struct an off-ramp on Route 93 
and a mega-mall on the 
Perkins property near South 
Street was divided into ten sep- 
arate study areas, all of which 
will be evaluated by the com- 
mittee in terms of impact. The 
ten areas of study were 
assigned to committee mem- 
bers according to the skills and 
interests that each bring to the 
table.

Fighting the Good Fight 


It is easy to relate to residents in Tewksbury 
and Wilmington who oppose the development 
of certain properties in both towns, but such 
people are missing three opportunities that 
could help them come to better conclusions 
and make clearer decisions. 

For starters, residents, such as those who 
stormed a selectmen meeting at the Town 
Hall in Tewksbury on Tuesday night, should 
recognize their elected officials as their 
neighbors. They should regard them as folks 
who do not wish to harm their children or way 
of life and hope to obey laws and act in the 
best interest of the community. 

Such a point is worth making, considering 
that Tewksbury selectmen on Tuesday were 
asked by a parent to look into the eyes of 
attending children and explain to them why 
they are endangering them. Never mind that 
using children as pawns to make a point is 
poor judgment. The move is equally unfair to 
selectmen, who in Tuesday night’s case had 
not even had a chance to debate a recommen- 
dation from the Local Housing Partnership to 
build affordable housing on town-owned land 
in the areas of Bonnie Lane, Colonial Drive 
and Blighe, Pinnacle and Foster Streets. 

Second of all, residents should exercise their 
free speech and make their opinions known, 
but so too should they let appointed boards 
and committees do their jobs. All too fre- 
quently, the passions of residents are ignited 
at the mere prospect of any kind of new devel- 
opment. If study commissions are formed by 
town officials to examine the best use of town- 
owned land, or, say, the impact of a new high- 
way ramp or mall, then residents should give 
them time to examine the issue and present 
their findings or recommendations. It does 
not make for intelligent debate to speak only 
of likely compromises and sacrifices without 
also exploring the potential benefits of an 
idea. 

Lastly, residents need to get on the same 
page in their opposition to certain proposals, 
such as those certain to be backed by the 
affordable housing laws of Chapter 40B. In 
Tewksbury, for example, you did not see 
many, if any, of the opponents of the Robert’s 
Reach proposal show up at the meeting on 
Tuesday night. In Wilmington, those who 
oppose the development of Whispering Pines 
near Salem Street rarely cross paths with 
those who want to keep Regency Place off 
West Street. 

Why is this the case? The answer’s easy. 
Residents only show up to fight a proposal if 
it’s slated to be plunked down in their back 
yard. 

Residents are right to loathe the affordable 
housing laws of Massachusetts. They’re even 
more on the money to fight them. 

However, victory will be out of the grasp of 
everyone if residents fail to unite and fight for 
each other, regardless of the location of a pro- 
posed development. There is strength in num- 
bers. Self interest is not how residents estab- 
lish themselves as a formidable foe to devel- 
opers and the laws that protect them. 

Make no mistake. Those are real concerns 
and fears that are expressed by residents 
whose homes could soon stand in the shadow 
of a considerable development. However, 
such positions are best expressed and most 
effectively used for opposition when unity and 
an educated viewpoint are harnessed to the 
emotions that are the first to surface.

Wilmington selectmen had an 
opportunity, at their last meet- 
ing, to endorse a plan to buy 1.3 
acres of land in order to save 
the rocks, but they failed to do 
so.

A grant apparently exists 
which would even reimburse 
the town for up to 56 percent of 
an appraisal of the land in 
question. Now keep in mind 
that an appraisal of the land 
and a price tag for the land 
would be two very, very differ- 
ent amounts. There is a very 
good chance that the town 
would end up paying as much 
as $300,000 or $400,000 for the 
land. A mere pittance. 

Yes, yes, I know, every town in 
the Commonwealth has been 
reeling from the recent cuts in 
Local Aid and will surely be 
looking at further cuts for the 
next fiscal year or two. But hey, 
Wilmington has a $9.2 million 
surplus to play with. Well, actu- 
ally, scratch that last figure. 
The town has something like $6 
million left after the brutal cuts 
to Local Aid decapitated the 
town’s 2003 town budget. 
Wilmington will probably need 
to use another $3 million to 
make up for next year's Local 
Aid cuts as well, but what the 
heck, you only live once. 

According to some rough cal- 
culations, I have determined 
that we. could -easily. afford. 
those rocks by. eliminating a 
couple of “expendable” town 
employees. Maybe we can axe a 
couple of police officers and a 
couple of fire fighters.

WOBURN - In its latest rein- 
carnation, the InWood site off 
Route 93 at the Wilmington and 
Reading lines is now coming 
forward as a 527-unit one- and 
two-bedroom apartment com- 
plex with Howland 
Development Corp. of 
Wilmington taking the lead. 

However, before any special 
permits or site plans can be 
filed for the apartment propos- 
al, officials with InWood and 
Howland first need approval on 
the designation of a new zoning 
in the city's code book and then 
having the 49-acre site rezoned. 

Officials this week were 
before the Planning Board 
holding an initial public hear- 
ing on the zoning changes but 
spent considerable time outlin- 
ing the apartment plans noting 
how the current economic cli- 
mate makes the office park 
unmarketable. 

The Planning Board, noting 
some key meetings have yet to 
take place between the appli- 
cants and people like the police 
and fire chiefs on the proposed 
project, took the rezoning 
requests under consideration 
and tabled them to its next 
meeting, Tuesday, Sept. 9. 

The Planning Board will be 
acting in an advisory role. The 
City Council will issue the final 
decision on the two rezoning 
requests and a public hearing 
before that board is scheduled 
for September. 

The headquarters for 
Howland Development sit liter- 
ally right next door to the failed 
InWood Office Park proposal, 
where basically all the infra- 
structure is in place, and has 
been for several years, and all 
that is needed is a large tenant. 

John Connery, ‘of Connery 
Associates of Melrose, noted 


to~ attFact-an 
twice in the last two decades 
even as the state experienced 
two of its largest office booms 
in its history. 

Most recently, he said, talks 
with several large, prospective 
tenants have fallen through 
and, with the current downturn 
in the office market, reality is 
setting in. 

Because of the economics of 
the site, namely the large cost 
associated with the four park- 


ving garages needed (at a total 


estimated cost of $25 million), 
and its layout, about a mile 
between the first and last build- 
ing, the site is really not that 
attractive as a campus style 
office park, he said. 


The project 


Attorney Joseph Tarby, repre- 
senting the applicant, and 
William Yetman, project man- 
ager for Howland Development 
of Wilmington, said the 527 
units would be in nine buildings 
basically on the same foot print 
as the five office buildings pro- 
posed. 


With some 2,200 less parking 
spaces required, there would no 
longer be a need for the park- 
ing garages, they said, with the 
site in general seeing an 
increase of 3 percent in open 
space. 

The one- and two-unit apart- 
ments would be in four-story, 
elevator apartments made of 
wood-frame construction. 

The residential use, they 
noted, would represent a reduc- 
tion in traffic to and from the 
site during peak morning and 
afternoon hours. 

"(Howland Development) is 
literally next door to this pro- 
ject and we think we can do a 
great job for the City of 
Woburn,” Yetman said. 

Asked who the apartments 
would be geared toward, 
Yetman replied the rents for a 
two-unit would be about $1,500 
to $1,700 meaning that this is 
not a high-high end complex. 

A chief concern of board 
members, including Chair 
Claudia Leis Bolger, was 
whether any of the units would 


i: ay. Ke 


tain a 10-percent affordability 
rate. 

It was noted discussions are 
on going with city officials on 
this aspect of the project, but it 
was also noted that these kind 
of things are associated with 
the project itself and not the 
zoning change. 

David Porter, a principal with 
Saticoy InWood LLC of Dallas, 
which took over the project 
through auction from the origi- 
nal developer Edward 
Callahan, said "Our hope is we 
can make this work, We are 
excited about this project and 
we think we have a good use." 

As to the zoning change, the 
new S-2 zoning would allow con- 
gregate elderly housing, eleva- 
tor apartments, and extended 
care facilities and generally the 
dimensional controls of the cur- 
rent R-4 zoning district "with a 
few exceptions," Tarby said. 

"The benefit of the rezoning is 
it allows a viable use on the 
property," Tarby said. "Last I 
heard the vacancy rate (for 
office space in Woburn) was 40 
percent." 

In addition to allowing the 
city to realize some significant 
tax money from the property, 
the zoning change would also 
bring considerable on-site and 
off-site mitigation projects, he 
said. 

It was also noted that now just 
to the rear of the site, on prop- 
erty in Reading, a 40B (afford- 
able housing) project is moving 
forward with some 250 initial 
units with the possibility of 
some 115 more on what was 
termed the "Moore property." 

At the end of discussion, city 
Planning Board _ Director 
Edmund Tarallo said he was

Wahr brought a number of 
aerial.photographs with graph- 
ic overlays detailing the various 
interchanges currently being 
proposed. He explained that the 
positioning of the proposed I-93 
ramp is very limited due to fed- 
eral regulations. Plans for an 
interchange to relieve traffic in 
both Wilmington and Andover 
have been in the works for 
approximately 15 years, but 
have consistently been thwart- 
ed by the mandatory spacing of 
no less than two miles between 
interchanges. This area of 193, 
however, has recently been re- 
classified as “urban,” allowing 
as little as one mile between 
interchanges. That re-classifi- 
cation has prompted the town 
of Andover to renew its efforts 
of pushing for the construction 
of an interchange. 

In order to leave at least one 
mile between the Route 125 and 
Dascomb Road interchanges, 
the new ramp must be located 
almost adjacent to Jennie’s 
Way, with or without Mills in 
the picture. 

One proposal includes an 
access road on the west side of 
the highway that runs parallel 
to Route 93 all the way to the 
Route 125 interchange in 
Wilmington. Another proposal 
keeps nearly the entire foot-

Rocco grew up in the Main 
Street restaurant that bears his 
and his father’s name. The 
restaurant was built around 
1940 and was, quite possibly, the 
first restaurant to sell pizza in 
the Boston area. 

The Silver Lake area was pri- 
marily a vacation spot during 
the 1940's. Main Street back 
then had a reputation as a 
rough area. Nightclubs and 
bars flourished in the years 
before the town voted to 
become “dry” in 1947. 

The Black Kat, a night club 
with an especially tough repu- 
tation, stood almost next door 
to Rocco’s Restaurant. Rocco 
sometimes told stories of hav- 
ing to pass the tough kids sit- 
ting on the stone wall where 
Main Street.

During the selectmen meeting 
on May 19, 2003, it was agreed 
by the board, in a public forum, 
that the board would review 
applications for Town Counsel 
as a group and determine 
whether any additional candi- 
dates should be sought. 
Documentation to that effect 
was included in the selectmen’s 
packets on May 16, in the form 
of an interdepartmental com- 
munication from Town 
Manager, Michael Caira. 

“Selectmen will be asked to 
review any submittals to deter- 
mine if any other attorneys 
and/or law firms should be 
interviewed,” Caira’s document 
stated. “It is likely that a meet- 
ing will be called to discuss the 
inclusion of additional Town 
Counsel applicants on Monday, 
June 9, 2003 at 6:00 p.m.” 

The date of June ll, as 
opposed to June 9, was agreed 
upon by the entire board in a 
public meeting for the purpose 
of accommodating Palmer. 

“Mr. McCoy specifically stat- 
ed this decision was to allow me 
to include any other firms for 
the position,” the complaint 
states. 


According to the complaint, 
McCoy called Attorney Michael 
Newhouse on Saturday, June 7 
to arrange for a formal inter- 
view with him to be held on 
June ll. The int asserts 
that McCoy held telephone dis- 
cussions with the other three 
selectmen on that day. The 
complaint further alleges that a 
decision was reached to grant 
an interview to Newhouse and 
the other attorneys who had 
responded to the Lawyers 
Weekly advertisement placed 
by the town. 

Earlier this year, a majority 
on the Board of Selectmen 
opted not to re-appoint 
Newhouse to the position of 
‘Town Counsel, a post he had 
occupied since the summer of 
2001. The manner by which 
Newhouse was not appointed 
sparked a controversy in which 
supporters of Newhouse 
believed the board’s decision 
was solely political in nature. 

“These actions, taken by Mr. 
McCoy and the board on 
Saturday, June 7, effectively 
nullified the prior public deci- 
sion made by the board to fur- 
ther deliberate on potential 
candidates on June 11,” Palmer 
continues in his complaint. “I 
believe this action was taken to 
short-circuit the process and 
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“Palmer files complaint against fellow selectmen 


ation in favor of Mr. Newhouse. 


I was never allowed to add can- 
didates for interview or discuss 
the applicants as publicly 


The subject of meetings held 
by telephone and email is cov- 
ered on page 20 of the 
Middlesex District Attorney’s 
guidelines for Open Meeting 
Laws. 

“Discussions by telephone 
among a quorum of members 
of a governmental body on an 
issue of public business within 
the jurisdiction of the body are 
a violation of the law,” the 
guidelines say. “This is true 
even where individual tele- 
phone conversations involving 
a quorum occur in serial fash- 
ion.” 

The case of Harshbarger v. 
Board of Selectmen of 
Lexington, No. 88-3644 
(Middlesex Super. Ct. August 
18, 1989) is cited as the prece- 
dent-setting case in the matter 
of individual phone calls made 
in succession. 

In a June 8 letter to the board, 
Newhouse thanked McCoy for 
the invitation to an interview to 
keep his job as counsel, but he 
requested that a formal public 
vote be taken by selectmen 


before he accepted. 

“Given this procedure has 
been publicly established by a 
vote of the Board, I have reser- 
vations about accepting an 
interview without first receiv- 
ing an affirmative vote of the 
Board,” Newhouse stated in the 
letter. “Quite frankly, I do not 
want the Board or myself to be 
accused of differential treat- 
ment.” 

The Newhouse letter was 
delivered to the homes of each 
of the selectmen, including 
Palmer, on June 8. 
Charges Palmer in his com- 
plaint, “In a clumsy attempt to 
ratify this secret action, the 
board met in a special select- 
men’s meeting prior to the 
Special Town Meeting on June 
9, 2003. This meeting had been 
previously scheduled to only 
discuss certain warrant articles 
for that evening’s special town 
meeting, but was also now used 
to confirm the decision already 
made by a quorum of the board 
over the weekend.” 

Palmer describes the select- 
men’s meeting prior to the 
Special Town Meeting as being 
away from microphones, 
recording devices, and the gen- 
eral public. Palmer, who, as 
stated, was not at the Special 
Town Meeting, reportedly

gained this knowledge by 
speaking to residents who 
attended the meeting and sat in 
the front rows and could not 
hear what was discussed by the 
Board. In his complaint, 
Palmer attests that said resi- 
dents were not even aware that 
a formal meeting was being 
held. 

The official minutes of the 
selectmen ‘ing in question 
were later amended by a 
motion from McCoy. 

The original minutes in dis- 
pute read, “Chairman McCoy 
entertained new business. He 
stated that as a result of his 
polling the individual members 
(with the exception of Mr. 
Palmer who is out of state), a 
decision was reached to change 
the purpose of the previously 
scheduled June 11, 2003 meeting 
of the Board of Selectmen.” 

The minutes were amended to 
read, “Chairman McCoy enter- 
tained new business. He stated 
that as a result of his discus- 
sion with each member (with 
the exception of Mr. Palmer, 
who was out of state), would 
the members object to change 
the itinerary of the previous 
scheduled meeting of June 11, 
2008...” 

“Chairman McCoy and the 
other members of the board, in 
my opinion, violated both the 
letter and spirit of the Open 
Meeting Law when they in 


effect rescinded a public, sub- 
stantive decision taken on May 
19, 2008, and also conducted an 
improper meeting to validate 
this action on June 9, 2003,® the 
complaint states, 

Palmer concludes his com- 
plaint with a request for a for- 
mal investigation by the 
Middlesex District Attorney; 

“The contidence of the resi: 
dents of Wilmington has been 
undermined by these actiyns, 
which have impugned jthe 
board's integrity as well as my 
ability to adequately represent 
the town,” Palmer states inithe 
complaint. “I look forward to 
presenting any information, 
both testimonial and d 
tary, which may assist you in 
pursuing my request.” o 

Palmer did not find it easy to 
file the complaint, but it 
been on his mind since'yhis 
return to the state on June 10, 
2003. Though he was not pro- 
vided with much information at 
the time of the filing, it is his 
understanding that each of the 
other selectmen could be fined 
up to $1,000 if an investigation 
produces findings that substan- 
tive violations did occur. 

“I had to go forward with’ this 
for my own peace of mind,” 
Palmer stated. “In my heart, I 
am sure that this is a violation”

ria, tetanus and pertussis vac- 
cine; 4 doses of the polio vac- 
cine; 2 doses of the measles, 
mumps and rubella vaccine; 3 
doses of the hepatitis B vac- 
cine; and one dose of the chick- 
enpox vaccine. (The require- 
ment of the chickenpox vaccine 
can be bypassed with a note 
from a doctor that affirms that 
a child has already had chick- 


enpox. 

Now on to the older kids. To 
enter tie seventh grade, a stu- 
dent is required to have 
received 3 doses of the polio 
vaccine; 2 doses of the measles, 
mumps and rubella vaccine; 3 


doses of the hepatitis B vac- 
cine; and 1 or 2 doses of the 
chickenpox vaccine. (Again, 
students can bypass this 
requirement if a doctor’s note 
states that the child has 
already had chickenpox. ) 

All full-time high school 
freshmen, sophomores and 
juniors are required to have 3 
doses of the hepatitis B vac¢ine 
and to have had 1 Td booster 
shot within the last 10 years. 
This requirement also applies 
to part-time and full-time 
health and science students 
and those who are visiting 
schools from other states = 
countries.

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Panthers edge out Mayhem 
in defensive battle

Last week the Middlesex 
Mayhem couldn't generate 
much offense as they were 
shutout which ended their three- 

game winning streak. 

On Saturday their offensive 
unit was much better, and their 
defense continues to be very 
good but neither were enough to 
put Middlesex over the top as 
they were defeated, 7-6, by the 
Roxbury Panthers Saturday 
afternoon at North Reading 
HIgh School. 

With the loss, Middlesex falls 
to 3-3 and will try to snap their 
two game losing streak with 
another home contest Saturday 
afternoon at 3 pm against 
Rhode Island. 

Head coach Rob Patterson 
would have preferred a win in a 
game so well fought by his 
team, but he did not seem 
phased by the loss. 

“(Roxbury) just came off a 
win against Quincy,” said 
Patterson. “(Roxbury’s) a good 
team. We have Rhode Island 
and Charlestown (next) and you 
know, we can beat any team. 
Even Marlboro (the defending 
league champions) can be beat. 
Any Saturday in this league is 
anybody's game”. 

WHile Patterson certainly 
should be elated with his team’s 
improvement from last year in 
which they had just one win, to 
this season which the are 33 
half way through, he believes 
the team is missing one small 
piece to get them over the edge 
and back into the win column. 

“We're missing by that one lit- 
tle click, that one little play,” he 
said. “One little click is just 
missing. “The offense ran the 
ball right down their throats the 
whole game. We made four or 
five fourth down conversions 
and we just ran the ball better”. 

The Mayhem’s offense wasted 
no time proving that they had 
come to the game to play, and 
play well. After taking the open- 
ing kickoff to their own 35-yard 
line, the Mayhem marched the 
ball 62 yards to Roxbury’s 16- 
yard line. All 62 of those yards 
were gained from rushes by 
James Campbell, Robert Ullo, 
Chris Corcoran and Robert 
Belanger. 

What hurt the offense on the 
drive, however, was a holding 
penalty on first-and-ten from 
Roxbury’s 25-yard line. The 
penalty put the ball on 
Roxbury’s 35-yard line and 
made the down first-and-20. The 
Mayhem could not recover from 
that, despite an 11-yard run by 
Corcoran and an $-yard run by 
Belanger, and turned the ball 
over on downs on fourth-and- 
short. 

The defense responded by 
forcing Roxbury’s offense to go 
four-and-out and give the ball 
right back to Middlesex. What 
followed was another great 
drive in which Campbell, 
Belanger and Ullo combined for 
26 «6yards, starting from 
Roxbury’s 42. 

On the day, Middlesex’s 
offense ran for 214 yards. Within 


field goal range, the Mayhem 
tried to trick Roxbury with a 
fake field goal attempt but could 
not convert on the fourth down. 

Middlesex’s defense, which 
has held opponents to 8.2 points 
per game in the last five games, 
did not allow Roxbury to get 
much further on their second 
drive than they did on their 
first. Roxbury gained two yards 
on the first play of the drive 
before running back Shauntoo 
Cottrell was stuffed by the 
Mayhem's defensive line and 
quarterback Scott Smolack 
threw an incompletion forcing 
Roxbury to punt 

It was on the Mayhem’s next 
offensive drive that they made 
one of only a few mistakes on 
the day, but it was a big mistake. 
On their own 48-yard line, wide 
receiver Dan Bonnell fumbled 
the football. The ball was picked 
up by Roxbury’s Patrick 
Francillion and taken into the 
end zone for what would ulti- 
mately be the game-winning 
touchdown. 

After getting the ball back, the 
Mayhem made another offen- 
sive miscue. On the second play 
of the drive, Roxbury linebacker 
Darrel Jones intercepted a 
Belanger pass. 

The interception would not 
prove costly however because on 
the second play of the drive, 
Campbell intercepted a pass 
and gave the Mayhem offense 
the ball on their own 20-yard 
line. 

What followed was ten-play 
drive for the Mayhem in which 
their running game again took 
center stage as they ran on all 
12 plays. Unfortunately, they 
could only get 21 yards out of it 
and were forced to punt from 
their own 41-yard line. 

Middlesex’s defense stopped 
Roxbury again and forced them 
to punt after four plays. In the 
first half, Middlesex’s defense 
allowed Roxbury only four yards 
of offense while their offense 
gained 107 yards. Yet, at the end 
of the first half, Roxbury led 7-0. 

Roxbury got the ball on their 
own 30-yard line to begin the 
second half and the Mayhem'’s 
defense’s dominance over them 
continued, They gained only one 
yard and were forced to punt on 
fourth-and-nine. 

Unfortunately, the Mayhem’s 
offense gave the ball right back 
to Roxbury and what followed 
was Roxbury's longest drive of 
the game. 

Starting from their own 42- 
yard line, Roxbury executed a 
15-play drive that winded up on 
the Middlesex 15 yard line. Like 
the Mayhem, Roxbury ran for 
most of the drive, ending up 
with 32 rushing yards on ten 
carries. They also threw the ball 
for eleven yards on three 
attempts. 

The Mayhem’s defense 
stopped Roxbury and forced 
them to kick a field goal from 
the Mayhem red zone. In one of 
the most clutch plays of the 
game, however, Middlesex 
blocked the field goal and kept 
the score 7-0. 

The Mayhem followed up that 


drive with a long, 13-play drive 
of their own; it was their thire 
drive of ten yards or more in the 
game. Starting from their owr 
15-yard line, they agair 
employed their ground attack 
for 57 yards on eight carries 
Campbell, who saw the ball a lo: 
in the first half, only saw it once 
during this drive. Belanger anc 
Ullo combined for most of the 
yards gained. 

Ullo was particularly impres 
sive on the afternoon, running 
95 yards on 12 carries and scor 
ing the Mayhem’s only touch 
down of the game. 

“(Ullo’s) s a very good ath 
lete,” said Patterson, as Ullc 
was the Town Crier’s Tewksbury 
Male Athlete of the Year in 2002 
“He's a strong running back 
He’s a very good blocker. You’c 
love to have five or six of those 
guys on your team”. 

Despite the great rushing 
attack, the Mayhem could come 
through for a score on the drive 
They made it all the way tc 
Roxbury’s 22-yard line before 
turning the ball over on downs 
on fourth-and-seven. But then 
Mayhem's defense wasted nc 
time in making sure the offense 
got the ball back and only took 
four plays to stop force Roxbury 
to punt. 

After the punt, the Mayher 
had the ball on the Roxbury 37 
yard line and, this time, they 
were able to come through 
After an incomplete pass, the 
Mayhem rushed for 28 yards or 
four consecutive plays. Then, or 
third-and-three from Roxbury’: 
nine-yard line, Ullo scored the 
Mayhem’s first and only touch 
down of the game. 

With the game winding down 
the Mayhem opted to go witk 
the two-point conversion bu' 
they were unable to score. Ii 
remained 7-6 in Roxbury’s favor 

The Mayhem then recoverec 
an onside kick and got the bal 
back on their own 47-yard line 
although there was a bit of < 
dispute after the kickoff. 

“The last five minutes of the 
game, we use NFL rules (for 
onside kicks) where there only 
has to be one player on the othe 
side of the ball,” said Patterson 
“The referee didn’t understanc 
the rules and he thought that we 
used’ NCAA rules. That’s true 
for every other kickoff except 
for the last five minutes”, 

In any case, the Mayhem dic 
get the ball after recovering the 
onside kick. What ensued was 
what would turn out to be, the 
Mayhem’s last drive of the 
game. They quickly put them 
selves in a hole after an incom 
pletion and a two-yard loss on < 
run. Belanger quickly got the 
team out by running for si 
yards, then completing a ten 
yard pass to Corcoran. 

The offense struggled afte: 
that. They only gained five 
more yards and lost five yards 
on a false start penalty, From 
Roxbury’s 18-yard line, the 
Mayhem attempted a field goa 
but it was blocked. Roxbury rar 
out the clock on the next drive 
and won the game, 7-6.

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EW ENGLAND STRING ENSEMBLE 
CELEBRATING 10 YEARS

Many professional musical 
institutions are facing a tough 
situation with the tight econo- 
my forcing them to cut back 
the number of programs they 
can produce for the upcoming 
2003 -04 season. However, for 
the New England String 
Ensemble economy of scale 
has been a byword that is 
allowing it to continue to grow 
as the 24 piece Wakefield based 
professional musical group pre- 
pares to celebrate 10 years of 
existence, 

“We have been running a 
bare bones operation for so 
long we are not having the 
problems the bigger orchestras 
aré having,” said Executive 
Director Peter Stickel. 

Stickel and his partner, John 
Bumstead, are the co-founders 
of the group better known as 
NESE. In fact the concept for 
NESE was a life long dream of 
Bumstead’s and was adopted 
by Stickel when the two played 
at a summer festival in 
Vermont. 

Stickel recalled Bumstead 
saying one night “I would love 
to be involved with a string 


orchestra. it’s not done very 
often.” 

At that point Bumstead, 
according to Stickel, was think- 
ing 20 years away. 

“I said ‘Let's do it now;” 
Stickel said. 

It seemed to be in the stars 
as the pair were working with 
Cristophe Chagnard at the 
Vermont festival and 
Chagnard, who would become 
the first musical director for 
NESE, had just returned to the 
East Coast after forming the 
Northwest  Sinfonetta in 
Seattle, Washington. 

At Stickel’s behest, he and 
Bumstead approached 
Chagnard to pick his brain 
about the problems that would 
be faced doing a start-up 
orchestra on a very tight bud- 
get. Chagnard liked the idea 
and his schedule at the time

“For the first seven years 
we had no paid staff,” Stickel 
said. “People like Janet Scott 
with a vision for the music we 
were making are the reason we 
grew.” 

Scott is one of many volun- 
teers who pitched in at the 
start to attend to the small 
details of putting on a concert 
that are so important, but are 
also very time consuming. 

Stickel noted that Scott, an 
amateur cellist from Byfield, 
first came to NESE at its sec- 
ond concert and then returned 
for the third event of the origi- 
nal season. The concert includ- 
ed “Adagio for Strings” by 
Samuel Barber, which Stickel 


describes as “a very poignant 
piece.” A special arrangement 
of Shustakovich’s “Eighth 
String Quartet” was also on the 


vill. 


That particular winter con- 
cert brought five letters to the 
group from an appreciative 
audience and one of them was 
from Scott. 

“That is when I knew this is 
why we were doing it,” Stickel 
said. “We had set out to make 
music that gets inside people; 
that sets up the motions inside 
that you might call healing.” 

As a result, Scott started 
her volunteer work, which con- 
sisted of doing all of the front 
of the house work - selling tick- 
ets, coordinating the sale of 
promotional items and making 
sure the other volunteers were 
able to do their jobs. Along 
with Stickel, Scott helped to 
start the NESE newsletter. 

“She became our defacto 
volunteer coordinator,” Stickel 
said.

Start as early as possible; 
even preschoolers can be influ- 
enced. At this age, kids form 
ideas that impact decisions 
later on. They are eager to 
know rules and get your opin- 
ions on what's bad and what’s 
good. Help them make the right 
decisions about what should go 
into their bodies, keeping your 
explanations simple. Point out 
harmful household products 
and their labels, such as bleach 
or furniture polish. Explain to 
them that not all bad drugs 
have warnings on them, so they 
should eat food or medicine 
only from a parent, grandpar- 
ent or caregiver. 

For elementary school chil- 
dren, discuss how putting any- 
thing that’s not food, water or 
juice into their body is harm- 
ful. Explain that people some- 
times put bad things into their 
bodies because they don’t take 
care of themselves. Praise 
them for taking good care of 
their bodies and avoiding 
things that may harm them. 

Kids become even more 
influenced by peers once they 
hit middle school or junior 
high. Teach them why they 
should avoid alcohol and drugs. 
Don't let it become a part of 
their life because they are 
bored. Keep them busy after 
school with activities, chores 
and homework. Get to know 
their friends and their parents 
by chauffeuring kids to and 
from school activities and vol- 
unteering at school functions.

High school kids are older, 
so you can give them the facts.

“It is the rare child who 
does not relish a day off from 
school,” notes the “Stoneham 
Independent.” 

“Yet, to the average school 
age child in Stoneham, it 
may be baffling to learn that 
school is exactly where some 
kids yearn to be right now. 
But then again, understand- 
ing that one person's basic 
freedoms are another's 
unimagined luxuries, has 
always been a bewildering 
concept for American chil- 
dren.

For thé fourth consecutive 
year, the risk of West Nile Virus 
(WNV) is threatening the met- 
ropolitan Boston area. 

Last year’s West Nile Virus 
outbreak resulted in over 4,000 
cases nationally and included 
at least 22 locally acquired 
human cases. 

Residents should take pre- 
ventive action to avoid mosqui- 
to bites and eliminate water- 
holding containers on their 
property that can provide 
breeding sites for mosquitoes. 

If WNV has been found in 
dead birds or mosquitoes within 
or adjacent to a community, its 
residents should be especially 
vigilant and consider limiting 
time spent outdoors or take pre- 
cautions when mosquitoes are 
active.

To protect yourself from 

mosquitoes: 
’ © Be aware that mosquitoes 
are active in damp shady areas; 
during cloudy humid days; at 
dusk, dawn and during the 
night. 

* Use a mosquito repellent 
that contains DEET (the chem- 
ical N-N-diethyl-metatolu- 
amide) and follow the direc- 
tions on the label. 

Never use DEET on infants. 
Avoid using repellents with 
DEET concentrations above 10- 
15 percent for children and with 
concentrations above 30-35 per- 
cent for adults. 

Higher concentrations may 
provide protection for longer 
periods of time, but do not pro- 
vide a_hig ier_level_of protec.

Control mosquitoes 
around your garden 


Areas in and around a gar- 
den can be ideal breeding 
grounds for mosquitoes, Aside 
from being a seasonal nui- 
sance, mosquitoes may carry 
and transmit numerous dis- 
eases, such as West Nile virus. 
With over 4,000 cases of West 
Nile virus reported by the 
Centers for Disease Control in 
2002, it’s becoming increasingly 
important to protect against 
mosquitoes and their bites. 

Rebecca Kolls, Master 
Gardener and host of the tele- 
vision program “Rebecca’s 
Garden,” offers some advice 
for reducing mosquitoes around 
the garden and preventing mos- 
quito bites. 

One way to help avoid mos- 
quito bites is to limit outdoor 
activity at dusk and dawn, 
when mosquito activity is high- 
est, says Kolls. However, as 
most gardeners know, these are 
the best times to work in the 


garden. Therefore, when you're 
outdoors, remember to protect 
yourself: 

¢ Use.a DEET-based insect 
repellent such as Ultrathon 
insect repellent from 3M. 
Originally developed to protect 
U.S. troops, Ultrathon insect 
repellent was rated the number 
one insect repellent by a lead- 
ing consumer magazine. 

¢ Wear long-sleeved shirts, 
long pants, socks and a hat to 
minimize the areas of exposed 
skin. 

¢ Consider replacing your 
outdoor floodlights with yellow 
bug lights, 

The general rule of thumb is 
that if it can hold water, it can 
breed mosquitoes, says Kolls. 
Since gardening and water go 
hand-in-hand, gardeners should 
be on the lookout for the follow- 
ing: 

* Be sure to empty excess 
water from the saucers under-

¢ If left outside, gardening 
tools, watering cans, buckets 
and wheelbarrows become 
ideal collectors of rainwater. 


Therefore, bring these materi- 
als indoors after use, or turn 
them upside-down outside when 
not in use. 

* Cover rain barrels with a 
fine mesh, such as window 
screening, to keep mosquitoes 
out. 

¢ Holes in the garden hose 
and dripping outdoor faucets 
Should be mended to prevent 
puddles of water from forming. 

« Empty and replace the 
water in birdbaths every two to 
four days. 

¢ Water gardens and orna- 
ments ponds are natural places 
for mosquitoes to lay eggs. If 
you don’t have fish in these 
ponds, consider adding them. If 
adding fish is not an option, 
change the water in the pond at 
least once a week, particularly 
when the weather is warm. 
Finally, keep ground cover, 
overhanging plants and other 
surrounding vegetation 
trimmed and away from the 
water surface.
